This morning while walking my five year old twins to school we had to decide whether to walk into and over a large pile of trash 
left my a homeless man camped feet away or walk onto Vine St. with its heavy fast moving traffic. Of course we weren't the 
only ones forced to deal this problem, since this path is one of the primary approaches to the only entrance 
to Larchmont Elementary School many other children and their parents had too. 
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About three days ago (Fri 11/2) the homeless individual first set up his tent on a parkway at Vine St. and Waring Ave. which is 
within about 30 ft from the main entrance to the elementary school. 

He has positioned himself directly between the school's parking lot (the Onikster lot) and the main gate to the school, and as 
such each morning and afternoon hundreds of small children will be walking within feet of his camp and by or through the 
significant amounts of trash he is leaving around the area. 

Obviously there is great potential for harm to the children not only from having to detour into a busy street but also since there 
are no restroom facilities anywhere near that location and there clearly is no means for any kind of sanitation to occur. 

I have communicated with LAPD Senior Lead Officer Gabriel Ruiz about this situation today and he has been extremely helpful 
and very responsive, Ocfr Ruiz immediately drove out to the location this morning and unfortunately was not able to to locate 
the homeless individual who appears to have moved his tent for the time being. Also Ofcr Ruiz said he will contact your office 
to obtain assistance in trash removal. However he didn't expect the removal to occur until Thursday this week and thus the 
trash remains in place for at least six more passages of the children over the next few days. 

Anything you can do to help speed up the trash removal and otherwise to protect our children on their way to school would be 
greatly appreciated.

Council Member O'Farrell - 

This morning while walking my five year old twins to school we had to decide whether to walk into and over a large pile of trash left my a homeless man camped 
feet away or walk onto Vine St. with its heavy fast moving traffic. Of course we weren't the only ones forced to deal this problem, since this path is one of the 
primary approaches to the only entrance to Larchmont Elementary School many other children and their parents had too. 

About three days ago (Fri 11/2) the homeless individual first set up his tent on a parkway at Vine St. and Waring Ave. which is within about 30 ft from the main 
entrance to the elementary school. 

He has positioned himself directly between the school's parking lot (the Onikster lot) and the main gate to the school, and as such each morning and afternoon 
hundreds of small children will be walking within feet of his camp and by or through the significant amounts of trash he is leaving around the area. 

Obviously there is great potential for harm to the children not only from having to detour into a busy street but also since there are no restroom facilities 
anywhere near that location and there clearly is no means for any kind of sanitation to occur. 

I have communicated with LAPD Senior Lead Officer Gabriel Ruiz about this situation today and he has been extremely helpful and very responsive, Ocfr Ruiz 
immediately drove out to the location this morning and unfortunately was not able to to locate the homeless individual who appears to have moved his tent for 
the time being. Also Ofcr Ruiz said he will contact your office to obtain assistance in trash removal. However he didn't expect the removal to occur until 
Thursday this week and thus the trash remains in place for at least six more passages of the children over the next few days. 

Anything you can do to help speed up the trash removal and otherwise to protect our children on their way to school would be greatly appreciated.

Hi Dan - great questions thanks so much for your diligence! 

Some answers for your questions: 

First - I'd like to run the concept by Councilmember O'Farrell and our staff. I will get back to you. 
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—OK great absolutely let us know the teams thoughts 

Second - my experience over the past several years is that LADOT no longer allows decorative crosswalks. My understanding is that the safest, most 
visible crosswalks are the continental (or "zebra" stripe) crosswalks. Are you sure LADOT is still allowing this type of program? 

— let me check - Bureau of street Services were onboard but did say it would be up to DOT eventually let me connect with them and 
fingers crossed it could be a go. 

Third - can you please share with me what the proposed design is for Vine Street? 

- The design would still come from sessions with the kids, LAPD and artist so we wouldn’t have this till we knew for sure we could 
move ahead, have confirmed the location and worked with the team but of course would send those as soon as we have them for 
feed back and iteration. 

Fourth - are you married to the location? The reason I ask is because, while there are two schools on Vine Street, the Vine/Willoughby intersection is not 
directly in front of either of them (although it is close by). At the intersection of Vine/Romaine, the existing "flashing beacon" will be upgraded into a 
FULL traffic signal this coming Spring 2019 (ETA March). That is directly in front of the school. Are you open to another intersection on Vine?

So bad news the homeless encampment has now become a homeless dumping ground. A group of people spent the day begging for money, spent that money 
on snacks at the 7-11 and then decided to clean out their tents by throwing all the trash out on the street. I did witness this. Selma is now so populated by 
homeless tents the sidewalks are unusable by taxpayers. The police on horse back who noticed me taking pictures of the trash from the homeless told me about 
the encampment on Selma. I was at a friend's place at 5831 W. Carlton Way on Saturday night October 19th and a whacked out homeless guy on drugs burst 
into his place because his door was open, acting very bizarre and tried to steal my personal belongings. After getting him to leave he must have caused problems 
with the neighbors because as he made his way to roof the police showed up by ground and by air and arrested him. This is an ongoing problem in Hollywood if 
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my car gets broken into because I left something of value on seat it is my fault for the break in. Meanwhile if my car is parked at 9:05am and hourly parking starts 
at 8am the City has not enough resources to issue me a ticket but enough if my car is broken into. 

There is restaurant I go to near 7th and Kohler in DTLA and the sidewalks are not of use during the day because of the homeless tents. So law abiding citizens 
have to walk in the street and run the risk of being struck by a car.

At the last community meeting we were promised to have more patrol at Dorothy & Benjamin Smith Park at 7020 Franklin in 
Hollywood. It's fair to say that we've (tenants in my bldg that are directly affected by them homeless in the park and all the comes with 
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them) been patient with all the promises that were made to clean up the corner of the park. More patrol, lighting was discussed as 
well as different ground to be added and another walkway as well. 

I'm sorry to say but other than trimming down the plants in the park, nothing else seemed to happen. At times yes, the park is cleared 
out and we could go days without too much going on in the park. 

Every night for the last week these homeless people come into the park at around 3 am. They make all kinds of noises in that dark 
corner of the park where it's dark and then come sunrise, when it's time for the tenants in the rear of my bldg to wake up and go to 
work they go to sleep. It makes it hard for my tenants that reside in the rear of the bldg. 

Right now I just met with 2 Officers after making a complaint at 877.ASK.LAPD. After the 2 Officers left these 4 ppl just went right 
back to sleep. There's on couple, a white or Mexican male with a heavyset black female and the other 2 are white males. And 
throughout the night they attract others that come, make noises, jump my fence and defecate, urinate.
